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REMARKS 

Reconsideration is requested. Claims 1-24 are pending. Responsive to the Office 
Action of April 15, 2004, the Examiner's comments have been noted and studied. For 
reasons to be set forth in detail below, it is respectfully submitted that the present application 
is in condition for allowance, and such action is requested. 

New claims 14-24 have been amended in the attached supplemental paper to comply 
with 37 CFR 1.173(b). Namely, these new claims are now underlined in their entirety. 

Reissue Oath/Declaration 

The Office Action noted that the reissue declaration was defective for failure to 
specifically identify at least one error to support the reissue application. A replacement 
Reissue Application Declaration By The Assignee accompanies this Response. 
Applicants submit that the replacement declaration specifically identifies the errors which 
support the reissue application. 

Defective Reissue Oath/Declaration Rejections 

The subject matter of claims 1-24 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §251 as based upon a 
defective reissue oath/declaration. 

Applicants have submitted a replacement reissue declaration and, therefore, 
respectfully submit that claims 1-24 are in condition for allowance. 

Objection Based on Written Consent of Assignees 

An objection to the application was raised in the Office Action based on a lack of 
written consent from all assignees and a belief that the assignee had changed since the filing 
of the reissue. Applicants respectfully submit that the current assignee (i.e., LXN 
Corporation) is the same assignee as at the time of the reissue filing and that a proper Consent 
of Assignee for Reissue Application was filed on July 30, 2002.
